I was a great sinner ever since I can re- 
member. Was never taught to tovo God: 
went to Sunday School in a general sort ot 
way and heard that there was such a God 
as could save people, but did not apply it 
te myself nntil years of sin had stained my 
life arid 1 bad moved to H . 

No mistake, I was a devil out and out 
for miBchief. I. remember, when scarcely 
out ef roy teens, I wont aa under nurse in 
a London hospital. Always of a fightiible
